AMMAN, Jordan i/P) — A n A r­ 
ab mob of 2,000 storm ed the U. S. 
consu late in the old city of Je ru ­ 
salem today and rip p ed dow n the 
Am erican flag in dem onstration 
against Jordan joining the B agh­ 
dad Pact. 
The m ou nting violence brou ght 
a cu rfew to Bethlehem as that 
shrine city of Christ's b irth was 
p rep aring for the annu al C hrist­ 
m as pilgrim age. 
Riots eru p ted also in A m m an, 
cap ital of Jordan, desp ite K ing 
Hu ssein’s action dissolving p arli­ 
am ent and calling for new elec­ 
tions in an attem p t to restore or­ 
der. Some bloodshed occu rred. 
Arab Leg io n 
W indows w ere sm ashed in the 
consu late bu ilding before troops 
of Jordan’s A rab Legion fired in­ 
to the air and dispersed the riot­ 
ers. Police roped off the bu ilding 
and p revented the rioters from 
entering in large nu m bers. 
No casu alties occu rred 
there, 
bu t before dispersing the m ob 
set fire to a car near the consu l­ 
ate bu ilding. 
E arlier, angry Arabs roam ing 
the old city stormed the jail and 
set free p risoners arrested in e a r­ 
lier riots.

The French consu late also came 
u nder attack . Staff m em bers fled 
to the rooftop as the troops scat­ 
tered the dem onstrators.

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AMERICA DRAWS ITS FIRST 
POLITICAL BATTLE LINE 
The year was 1948. Harry S. 
Truman, 
whistlestoppmg 
across 
the c o u n tr y in the Presidential cam 
paign of that year, had been asked 
to state the fundamental creed of 
the Democratic party. In 
plain 
words, he replied; 
“The Democratic Party is the 
people's party. It is dedicated to 
serving ali the people and not just 
the special interests of the few. 
The record of the Democratic Par­ 
ty is blazing across the nation in 
a story of better, healthier, happier 
life for the common people of A- 
merica.” 
The year was 1824. Thomas Jef­ 
ferson was asked how his new po­ 
litical party differed from its op­ 
ponents. “Men by their constitu­ 
tions,” he replied, “are naturally 
divided into two parties those who 
fear and distrust the people, and 
wish to draw all powers from them 
into the hands of the higher clas­ 
ses and those who identify them- 


selves with the people, have confi­ 
dence in them, cherish and consid­ 
er them as the most honest and 
safe, although not the most sure 
depository of the public interests. 
In every country these two parties 
cxist and in every one where they 
are free to think, speak and write, 
they will declare themselves . . . 
call them whatever you will . . . 
The appellation of aristocrats and 
democrats . . . expresses the essen­ 
ce of them both.” 
Between these two statements 
passed nearly a century and h half 
of American history. In that time 
the American people settled a con­ 
tinent, built cities, foucht wars and 
became the greatest democracy in 
the history of the world. Through 
all these years there has been a 
Democratic Party, and its guiding 
principle from Jefferson to Tru­ 
man has been the same. The story 
of the Democratic Party is the 
story of how the ideal of govern­ 
ment for the common man has 
been carired through 150 years, to 
grow and expand with the Ameri­ 
can nation. 
This belief in the people 
has 
shaped Democratic thinking in ev­ 
ery field of government. 
It has 
meant that government should do 
what it can to insure the richest, 
fullest possible life of all the peo­ 
ple. It has led to the belu f that 


e v e r y citizen should have 
the 
chance to take some part in jx>Ii- 
tics. It has commanded the preser­ 
vation of certain personal liberties, 
without which m an’s dignity would 
be lost. And it has based its for­ 
eign policy on a sincere concern for 
the people of every o’her nation in 
the world. Much of the sto r y of the 
Democratic Party is the s to r y of 
how’ these goals were fought for, 
won, lost, and fought for again in 
the never ending conflict with those 
wth little trust in the people. 
Perhaps the most eloquent testi­ 
mony of the wisdom and vitality 
of the principles of the Democratic 
Party is the fact that it is the old­ 
est political party in the world. It 
is difficult to fix an exact birthday 
for the Democratic Party — the 
most usual date given is May 23, 
1792. the date of a letter from Jef­ 
ferson to Washington giving 
a 
name to the party then headed by 
Washington. But the event prim ar­ 
ily responsible for breathing life 
into the party w’as the fight for the 
Bill of Rights. These righ'ts, which 
insure freedom of religion, speech 
and press, and guarantee fair trials 
to the accused, had been left out of 
the original draft of the Constitu­ 
tion. The delegates to the Constitu­ 
tional Convention, mostly 
planta­ 
tion owners and merchants, had

been so concerned with building a 
government able to keep the peace 
and protect property rights, that 
they failed to provide these neces 
sary safeguards. Thomas Jefferson 
was not at the Convention 
but 
when he saw of the omission, he 
moved into action. In letters to 
friends and followers 
throughout 
the country, the author of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence declared 
“A Bill of Rights is what the 
propel are entitled to against every 
government on earth, and what no 
just government should refuse. 
Despite opposition, Jefferson ral­ 
lied enough support to make ac­ 
ceptance of the Bill of Rights a 
condition of the Constitution’s ap­ 
proval. The organization he built 
up in this fight became the core 
of Jefferson's new’ party; and the 
principle of individual liberty be­ 
came a guilding star in the Demo­ 
cratic constellation. 
Thomas Jefferson, founder of the 
Democratic Party, was the leading 
Democrat of his day. Despite his 
aristocratic upbringing, he shunned 
powdered wigs and finery, 
and 
greeted callers in an old brown 
coat and breeches. An optimist, he 
believed in the inevitable improve­ 
ment of the world and its people. 
A religious man. he carried his 
faith into his 
politics. 
“ I have 
sworn upon the Altar of Goc„” he 
said, “ eternal hostility against ev­ 
ery form of tyranny over the mind 
of m an.” A respecter of property 
rights, he 
nevertheless 
be ieved 
that in any conflict between prop­ 
erty and men, the rights oí men 
came first. 
But most strongly of all. Jeffer­ 
son believed in the inherent worth 
of the common man. “ Every man. 
and every body of men on earth." 
he wrote, “ possess the right of 
self-government.” He was certain 
that given the facts, the people 
would use that right correctly. So, 
to educate the people, Jefferson 
called for the founding of schools, 
newspapers and libraries. Especial­ 
ly in the frontier states, his follow­ 
ers re-shaped the laws to give ev­ 
ery man a vote. 
jeftorson’s party first sought of­ 
fice in opposition to the governing 
class of the time, the Federalists. 
The Federalists had done much to 
bring the new American nation to 
life. They had been the driving 
force behind the Constitution, and. 
under George Washington, h a d 
started the operations of the new 
Federal Government. But the Fed- 
eralishts* view of government was 
naturally limited by their own aris­ 
tocratic backgrounds, and by the 
administrations 
of 
monarchs 
among the then-great nations of 
Europe. As their leader. Alexander 
Hamilton, put it. “ Our real disease 
is democracy.” “ All communities” , 
Hamilton believed, “divide them­ 
selves into the few and the many, 
the first are rich and the well-born, 
the other the mass of the people. 
The people are turbulent a n d 
changing they seldom judge or de­ 
termine right.” Hamilton believed 
that support of the rich was neces­ 
sary, and that the 
Government 
could not last unless the wealthy 
people of the country could make 
money under it. To assure this, the 
Federalists passed a tariff 
law, 
founded a national bank, and made 
other moves to benefit the credi­ 
tors, merchants and propertied in­ 
terests. 
Thus, the issue of government 
for the many versus government 
for the few’ was drawn before the 
United Spates was 10 years old. 
Jefferson’s party took up the chal­ 
lenge laid down by the Federalists, 
It w’as no easy job. The riot and 
bloodshed of the French Revolu­ 
tion had momentarily 
discredited 
the idea of democracy, and the 
Federalist press interpreted every 
criticism of the Government as a 
foreign revolutionary plot. As his­ 
torian Wilfred Binkley has said, 
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The 
Federa lists succeeeded. to 
their own satisfaction, in making 
the term s ‘Federalists’ and ‘patri­ 
ot’ synonymous.” But this did not 
heek the Jeffersonians. Through 
their own newspapers and speech­ 
es, they aimed a running fire of 
criticism at the Federalist govern­ 
ment. Small farmers, workers and 
frontersmen were urged to 
use 
their votes to give themselves a 
voice in the Government. 
By 1798, a vigorous party had 
grown up. Because the word “ dem­ 
ocrat” was then in disrepute, Jef­ 
ferson's party took the name “ Re­ 
publican,” to show its determina­ 
tion to keep the nation a republic 
As the strength of the party in­ 
creased 
the 
Federalist 
took 
alarm. Exploiting fear of foreign 
infiltration, they passed an Alien 
Law, which eased deportation of 
political objectionables, and a Se­ 
dition Law’, which made possible 
the punishment of anyone w h o 
dared criticize the 
Government. 
But the laws backfiered. 
They 
smacked too much of kingly tyran­ 
ny, against which a Revolutionary 
War had just been fought. The 
state legislatures of Virginia and 
Kentucky denounced them as un­ 
constitutional and called on other 
states to join in resisting them. 
Following their example, the com­ 
mon people in other states rose 
in protest and, in 1800, voted in 
Thomas Jefferson as the first Dem­ 
ocratic President of the 
United 
States. 
If the Democrats have been the 
party of strong Presidents, Jeffer­ 
son was the first. In 1803, he nego­ 
tiated the 
Louisiana 
Purchase, 
bringing into the nation the most 
productive river valley in the world 
Ln 1804, he sent Lewis and Clark to 
blaze a trail through what was to 
become the Great Northwest. Less 
daring Presidents might have hesi­ 
tated 
before‘taking these steps, 
thus holding up development of the 
Western states. But Jefferson’s vis­ 
ion stretched across a 
continent 
and through a hundred years of 
history. Foreseeing the rich returns 
the Mississippi Valley would some- 


day repay, he proceeded to use the 
power of the Presidency to its 
fullest to double America’s size. 
In 1808, when Jefferson retired 
to his home in Monticello he left 
the Government in the hands of 
his two trusted lieutenants, Jam es 
Madison and James Monroe. Madi­ 
son had been a general in the fight 
to ratify the Constitution. His faith 
in the American form of govern­ 
ment had been intensified by a 
lifetime spent studying every other 
government history had 
known. 
Drawing on his vast knowledge, 
Madison taught the nation the ben­ 
efits of government through po­ 
litical parties, and the danger of 
allowing one group to gain control 
of the Government. The party be­ 
hind Madison, made up as it was 
of Southern planters, city workers, 
small farmers and 
frontiersmen, 
was as diverse for a nation its size 
as is the Democratic Party today. 
Some thought it hyprocitical that 
conflicting groups should unite to 
support the same candidate and 
program. To them, Madison said; 
“In the extended republic of the 
United States and among the great 
variety of interests, parties 
and 
sects which it embraces, a coali­ 
tion of a majority of the whole so­ 
ciety could seldom take place on 
any other principles than those of 
justice and the general good.” 
Madison was elected 
President 
twice. His first Administration was 
harassed by war with England, but 
his second was peaceful and pros­ 
perous. The small nation beside the 
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Eastern Seaboard was 
growing 
strong, and it was building the 
Cumberland Road and the Erie 
Canal to clear its way westward 
The frontier, pushing its way 
cross the Appalachian forests to­ 
ward the Mississippi, acted as 
generator of democracy. 
There 
were no extremes or wealth or so­ 
cial classes on the frontier. Men 
were measured by what they could 
do with their hands. Because ev­ 
eryday life was dangerous every 
man was neded, and a spirit of co­ 
operation developed between towns 
and families. Such people were na 
turally drawn 
t o 
Jeffersonian de­ 
mocracy, and their votes helped 
keep it in office from 1800 to 1824 
James Monroe was President for 
the last of these years. He was the 
last of the “cocked hats”—leaders 
of 
the Revolution—to be Presi­ 
dent.

But a party and a na­ 
tion that believed, with Jeffersor\ 
that m an’s worth and his right to 
self-government 
were 
universal, 
could not close its eyes to world 
events. So when Europe cast eyes 
on the new states of South Ameri­ 
ca, President Monroe gave notice 
that America would protect its 
neighbors 
from foreign 
interfer­ 
ence. Designs on the independence 
of these countries, Monroe said, 
would be interpreted as designs on 
America itself. In a sense, this was 
America’s first * security pact. It 
was a daring gamble for a young 
nation, but it worked. And ever 
since, the principles of the Monroe 
Doctrine have been the root and 
core of American foreign policy. 
Despite tim es when the Democratic

trend toward isolationism, it has 
always come back to the funda­ 
mental principle that the safety 
and rights of this common people 
cannot long be protected if protec­ 
tion stops at the shores of our 
oceans.

— “It is en­ 
couraging to see that the Ad­ 
ministration now recognizes that 
there is a farm problem and is 
looking with favor on some of 
the plans suggested to meet it,” 
said Senator Stuart Symington, 
(D-Mo.) speaking here. 
“In America, we have always 
believed we could lick any prob­ 
lem,” said Missouri’s junior Sen­ 
ator. “But you can’t lick a prob­ 
lem until you admit there is one 
face up to it, decide what to do, 
and do it.” 
“Just last July 13,” said Sym­ 
ington, “by contrast with 
this 
philosophy, the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture told the Kansas City 
Times that he was quite happy a- 
bout the current farm prosperity, 
thereby implying there was no 
problem. 
“At that time farm parity was 
down to 86, and two days later 
dropped another two points to 84. 
On November 15, parity was down 
to 81, the lowest since October, 


1940> 
“According to news reports,” 
S'tid Symineton, “the Administra- 
md Secretary Benson are 
¡cing up to the problem and 
'-"dng ways in which 
to 
lick it.” 
^ n y Plans With Merit 
ington said the farm prob­ 
lem will receive prompt consid- 
eration in the new session of Con­ 
gress starting January 3. 
He 
pointed out that many plans with 
individual merit had been sug­ 
gested, including the following: 
Soil bank program to pay far­ 
mers for taking land out of pro­ 
duction by planting it to soil- 
building crops or trees. 
Two-price system for support 
ing prices at 100 per cent on do­ 
mestic consumption and 
letting 
them seek their own level in 
world trade. 
Plan for 100 per cent parity 
supports on farm production up 
to $6,000 gross for each farm. 
Price supports at 100 per cent 
parity for limited production with 
floors under livestock prices. 
Endorses Use of Surpluses 
Symington said that regardless 
cf the plan or 
combination of 
plans adopted, increased em pha­ 
sis must be placed on wise use of 
government-owned surpluses. 
“Compared to our total agri­ 
cultural production,” said Syming­ 
ton, “these surpluses are relative­ 
ly small, only about 3 per cent 
from 1951 through 1954, but they 
have a strongly adverse effect on 
farm prices. 
“For three years T have been 
co-sponsoring a food stamp plan 
for distribution of surplus foyds 
to Americans on the public assis­ 
tance rolls. We hope Administra­ 
tion leaders will now withdraw 
their opposition. 
“Greater em p h asis also must be 
placed on foreign trade in farm 
products. In many cases we should 
be giving food instead of dollars 
to the hungry peoples of 
the 
world. 


“Increased distribution of sur­ 
plus foods through school lunch 
programs and to the hospitals and 
public institutions will also help,” 
said Symington. “In the last ses­ 
sion we passed a bill making such 
distribution much easier.” 
Livestock Prices A Big Problem 
Symington said some agricul­ 
tural products are receiving good 
support now. These include wool, 
sugar and tobacco. 
“However,” he said, “with 70 
per cent of Missouri’s farm in­ 
come coming from livestock, our 
livestock producers are suffer­ 
ing the most. Hog prices have 
dropped to 57 per cent of parity, 
and cattle prices are the lowest 
they have been in many years.” 
“Greater 
emphasis 
must 
be 
placed on importance of the fa­ 
mily-sized farm,” said the Missou­ 
ri Senator. “Since World W ar II, 
we have spent hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars abroad encourag­ 
ing development of family-sized 
farms, yet here at home, the same 
type ownership has been discour­ 
aged.”

“A Bill of Rights is what the 
peopel are entitled to against every 
government on earth, and what no 
just government should refuse. 
Despite opposition, Jefferson ral­ 
lied enough support to m ake ac­ 
ceptance of the Bill of Rights a 
condition of the Constitution's ap­ 
proval. The organization he built 
up in this fight became the core 
of Jefferson's new* party; and the 
principle of individual liberty be­ 
came a guilding star in the Demo­ 
cratic constellation. 
Thomas Jefferson, founder of the 
Democratic Party, was the leading 
Democrat of his day. Despite his 
aristocratic upbringing, he shunned 
powdered wigs and finery, 
and 
greeted callers in an old brown 
coat and breeches. An optimist, he 
believed in the inevitable improve­ 
ment of the world and its people. 
A religious man. he carried his 
faith into his 
politics. 
“ I have 
sworn upon the Altar of G o c h e 
said, “ eternal hostility against ev­ 
ery form of tyranny over the mind 
of m an.” A respecter of p n p e rty 
rights, he 
nevertheless 
be ieved 
that in any conflict between prop­ 
erty and men, the rights of men 
came first. 
But most strongly of all. Jeffer- 
scm believed in the inherent worth 
of the common man. “ Every man. 
and every body of men on earth, 
he wrote, “ possess the right of 
self-government.” He was certain 
that given the facts, the people 
would use that right correctly. So, 
to educate the people, Jefferson 
called for the founding of schools, 
newspapers and libraries. Especial­ 
ly in the frontier states, his follow­ 
ers re-shaped the laws to give ev­ 
ery man a vote. 
Jefferson's party first sought of­ 
fice in opposition to the governing 
class of the time, the Federalists. 
The Federalists had done much to 
bring the new American nation to 
life. They had been the driving 
force behind the Constitution, and. 
under George Washington, h a d 
started the operations of the new 
Federal Government. But the Fed- 
eralishts’ view of government was 
naturally limited by their own aris­ 
tocratic backgrounds, and by the 
administrations 
of 
monarchs 
among the then-great nations of 
Europe. As their leader. Alexander 
Hamilton, put it. “ Our real disease 
is democracy.” “ All communities , 
Hamilton believed, “ divide them­ 
selves into the few and the many, 
the first are rich and the well-born, 
the other the mass of the people. 
The people are turbulent a n d 
changing they seldom judge or de­ 
termine right.” Hamilton believed 
that support of the rich was neces­ 
sary, and that the 
Government 
could not last unless the wealthy 
people of the country could make 
money under it. To assure this, the 
Federalists passed a tariff 
law, 
founded a national bank, and made 
other moves to benefit the credi­ 
tors, merchants and propertied in­ 
terests. 
Thus, the issue of government 
for the many versus government 
for the few was drawn before the 
United f^ates was 10 years old. 
Jefferson’s party took up the chal­ 
lenge laid down by the Federalists, 
It was no easy job. The riot and 
bloodshed of the French Revolu­ 
tion had momentarily 
discredited 
the Idea of democracy, and the 
Federalist press interpreted every 
criticism of the Government as a 
foreign revolutionary plot. As his­ 
torian Wilfred Binkley has said, 
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“The 
Federalists succeeeded. to 
their own satisfaction, in making 
the terms ‘Federalists’ and ‘patri­ 
ot’ synonymous.” But this did not 
check the Jeffersonians. Through 
their own newspapers and speech­ 
es. they aimed a running fire of 
criticism at the Federalist govern­ 
ment. Small farmers, workers and 
frontersmen were urged to 
use 
their votes to give themselves a 
voice in the Government. 
By 1798. a vigorous party had 
grown up. Because the word “ dem­ 
ocrat” was then in disrepute, Jef­ 
ferson’s party took the name “ Re­ 
publican,” to show its determina­ 
tion to keep the nation a republic 
As the strength of the party in­ 
creased 
the 
Federalist 
took 
alarm. Exploiting fear of foreign 
infiltration, they passed an Alien 
Law, which eased deportation of 
political objectionables, and a Se­ 
dition Law, which made possible 
the punishment of anyone w h o 
dared criticize the 
Government. 
But the laws backfiered. 
They 
smacked too much of kingly tyran­ 
ny, against which a Revolutionary 
War had just been fought. The 
state legislatures of Virginia and 
Kentucky denounced them as un­ 
constitutional and called on other 
states to join in resisting them. 
Following their example, the com­ 
mon people in other states rose 
in protest and, in 1800, voted in 
Thomas Jefferson as the first Dem­ 
ocratic President of the 
United 
States. 
If the Democrats have been the 
party of strong Presidents, Jeffer­ 
son was the first. In 1803, he nego­ 
tiated the 
Louisiana 
Purchase, 
bringing into the nation the most 
productive river valley in the world 
Ln 1804, he sent Lewis and Clark to 
blaze a trail through what was to 
become the Great Northwest. Less 
daring Presidents might have hesi­ 
tated 
before’taking these steps, 
thus holding up development of the 
Western states. But Jefferson’s vis­ 
ion stretched across a 
continent 
and through a hundred years of 
history. Foreseeing the rich returns 
the Mississippi Valley would some­ 


day repay, he proceeded to use the 
power 
of the Presidency to its 
fullest to double America’s size. 
In 1808, w*hen Jefferson retired 
to his home in Monticello he left 
the Government in the hands of 
his two trusted lieutenants, Jam es 
Madison and Jam es Monroe. Madi­ 
son had been a general in the fight 
to ratify the Constitution. His faith 
in the American form of govern­ 
ment had been intensified by a 
lifetime spent studying every other 
government history had 
known. 
Drawing on his vast knowledge, 
Madison taught the nation the ben­ 
efits of government through po­ 
litical parties, and the danger of 
allowing one group to gain control 
of the Government. The party be­ 
hind Madison, made up as it was 
of Southern planters, city workers, 
small farmers and 
frontiersmen, 
wras as diverse for a nation its size 
as is the Democratic Party today. 
Some thought it hvprocitical that 
conflicting groups should unite 0> 
support the same candidate and 
program. To them, Madison said: 
“ In the extended republic of the 
United States and among the great 
variety of interests, parties and 
sects which it embraces, a coali­ 
tion of a majority of the whole so­ 
ciety could seldom take place on 
any other principles than those of 
justice and the general good.” 
Madison was elected 
President 
twice. His first Administration was 
harassed by war with England, but 
his second was peaceful and pros­ 
perous. The small nation beside the 


Eastern Seaboard was 
growing 
strong, and it was building the 
Cumberland Road 
and the Erie 
Canal to clear its way westward. 
The frontier, pushing its way a- 
cross the Appalachian forests to­ 
ward the Mississippi, acted as 
generator of democracy. 
There 
were no extremes or wealth or so­ 
cial classes on the frontier. Men 
were measured by what they could 
do with their hands. Because ev­ 
eryday life was dangerous every 
man was ncded, and a spirit of co­ 
operation developed between towns 
and families. Such people were na­ 
turally drawn to Jeffersonian de­ 
mocracy, and their votes helped 
keep it in office from 1800 to 1824. 
James Monroe was President for 
the last of these years. He was the 
last of the “cocked hats”—leaders 
of 
the Revolution—to be Presi­ 
dent. During his Administration, 
the principles underlying 
Demo­ 
cratic Party foreign policy were 
first put into action. Relations with 
other countries were as important 
in Monroe’s day as they are now— 
but for a different reason. The Uni­ 
ted States was a new nation, fight­ 
ing for respectability among the 
world’s powers. It could have cut 
itself off from the world and dealt 
with other countries only 
when 
threatened. But a party and a na­ 
tion that believed, with Jeffersor\ 
that man’s worth and his right to 
self-government 
were 
universal, 
could not close its eyes to w’orld 
events. So when Europe cast eyes 
on the new states of South Ameri­ 
ca, President Monroe gave notice 
tkat America would protect its 
neighbors 
from foreign 
interfer­ 
ence. Designs on the independence 
of these countries, Monroe said, 
would be interpreted as designs on 
America itself. In a sense, this was 
America’s first * security pact. It 
was a daring gamble for a young 
nation, but it worked. And ever 
since, the principles of the Monroe 
Doctrine have been the root and 
core of American foreign policy. 
Despite times when the Democratic 
Party has followed the 
national 
trend toward isolationism, it has 
always come back to the funda­ 
mental principle that the safety 
and rights of this common people 
cannot long be protectecf if protec­ 
tion stops at the shores of our 
oceans.

“Compared to our total agri­ 
cultural production,” said Syming­ 
ton, “these surpluses are relative­ 
ly small, only about 3 per cent 
from 1951 through 1954, but they 
have a strongly adverse effect on 
farm prices. 
“For three years I have been 
co-spon: oring a food stamp plan 
for distribution of surplus foyds 
to Americans on the public assis­ 
tance rolls. We hope Administra­ 
tion leaders will now withdraw 
the ir opposition.

Symington said some agricul­ 
tural products are receiving good 
support now. These include wool, 
sugar and tobacco. 
“However,” he said, “with 70 
per cent of Missouri’s farm in ­ 
come coming from livestock, our 
livestock 
producers 
are 
suffer­ 
ing the most. Hog prices have 
dropped to 57 per cent of parity, 
and cattle prices are the lowest 
they have been in many years.” 
“Greater 
emphasis 
must 
be 
placed on importance of the fa­ 
mily-sized farm,” said the Missou­ 
ri Senator. “Since World W ar II, 
we have spent hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars abroad encourag­ 
ing development of family-sized 
farms, yet here at home, the same 
type ownership has been discour­ 
aged.”

How m any centuries, w hat trad i­ 
tions, have gone into making 
the 
m odern C hristm as scene? 
Santa Claus has been a gentle­ 
man of different personalities and 
garb down through the ages, 
but 
his present appearance is almost 
exclusively Am erican. 
Brought to 
the New World by Dutch im m i­ 
grants who knew him in the o l d 
country as ‘‘Sint N icklass,” a bene 
ficient bishop, he has changed his 
countenance, 
stature, 
and dress 
more than once since then. 
In New York at the turn of the 
century, the old fellow resembled 
F ath e r Knickerbocker, 
in 
three 
cornered hat. w-ig, and breeches. 
In 1809. Washington Irving, was de 
scribing Santa as a 
chubby lit­ 
tle chap with a jolly air. 
Santa 
Claus, 
however, 
probably 
owes 
m ore for his present appearance 
to a New York professor of theo­ 
logy who wrote a poem in 1822 that 
has become a Christm as tradition 
in itself. The clergym an was 
Dr. 
Clement 
Clark 
Moore, 
and 
the 
poem. “ A Visit from St. Nickolas” , 
describes the friendly Saint much 
as w e know him now-. 
L ater on in the nineteenth cen­ 
tury, Thom as N ast, artist-creator 
of the G. O. P. E lephant, the Dem 
ocratic Donkey, and the T am m any 
Tiger, is said to have drawn t h e 
first cartoon of Santa Claus, com ­ 
plete with erm ine-trim m ed r e d 
coat and cap and reindeer powered 
sleigh. 
The very first Christm as tree ap 
peared in literature in Strasbourg, 
France, in 1604, although 
legend 
credits M artin Luther with esta­ 
blishment 
of 
the 
custom 
some 
years previous. It later spread to 
G erm any w here it was incorporat 
ed into the 
country’s 
Christmas 
tradition and is said to have been 
brought to E ngland by Prince Al­ 


b ert G erm an 
consort of 
Queen 
Victoria. 
The Yule log is a throw back to 
the Druids, ancient priests of Ger 
m any and the British Isles. 
These 
bearded elders celebrated a fes­ 
tive season 
each 
W inter 
called 
Houl or Hioul during which 
they 
burned a sacred log. 
How- sacred 
it was can be attested by the sup- 
ersition 
surrounding 
it. 
Only 
clean hands could touch it; if 
i t 
went out during the night, bad luck 
was assured the following y e a r and 
three things w ere absolutely taboo 
in its presence-a squinting person- 
a barefoot person-and a flatfooted 
woman. 
Yule logs a re still 
burnt 
in m any parts of the world, 
pre­ 
sum ably with less ill felling to­ 
w ard mvopis, 
shoeless feet, and 
fallen arches. 
C hristm as cards, a com parative 
ly recent innovation, 
dated m id­ 
w ay in the last century. T he first 
of these gay m om entoes is attribut 
ed to W. C. Dodson, on e of Queen 
Victoria’s favorite artist, who 
in 
1845 sent lithographs of a Christ­ 
m as scene to his friends. 
The cus 
tom w as continued the following 
y e a r when another British artist, 
John Calcott Horsley, designed a 
card for a noblem an who 
found 
himself too busy to w rite the usual 
Christm as notes to his friends. 
In the LTnited States, the custom 
began in 1874 under the aegis 
o f 
Louis Prang, a G erm an exile, who 
printed our first cards in Rozbury. 
Mass. 
The Wassail bowl, a Christm as 
drinking cerem ony dating from the 
early days of G re at Britain, is re ­ 
puted to have started when Ro- 
wena. 
An 
Anglo-Saxon princels, 
fixed an attractive eye on a neigh 
boring prince and offered him 
a 
C hristm as cup of rich, brown ale. 
In doing so. she saluted him with 
‘‘Lord King, wass-heile” roughly 
translated into ‘‘Prince, old boy, 
h e re ’s to you.” Whether it was the 
princess herself, the m e rry greet 
ing or the brim m ing cup. the princ 
was sm itten and 
is said to have 
m arrie d 
Rowena 
shortly 
after. 
People have been 
wassailing 
at 
Yuletide ever since but with h ard ­ 
ly as d rastic consequences.
